‘HITLER’ TAUNTS 


THREE men have been arrested in connec¬ 
tion with an alleged anti-Semitic attack in 
which Jewish shoppers were pelted with 
laughing gas canisters by racist thugs 
yelling: “Hitler is on the way.” 

The empty canisters of nitrous oxide, a legal high 
used by clubbers, were reportedly hurled at a woman 
and two men in Tottenham Retail Park last Wednes¬ 
day evening by the occupants of a pick-up truck. 

Before throwing the objects, they are alleged to 
have shouted: “Hitler is on the way to you, Heil 
Hitler, Heil Hitler, Heil Hitler.” 

The incident was reported to the Stamford Hill

branch of Shomrim, a neighbourhood civilian 
patrol group, which also covers South Tottenham.

A CLERGYMAN who 
has helped foster 
improved police 
community relations on 
the Broadwater Farm 
Estate, in Tottenham, 
since the 1985 riots was 
awarded a British 
Empire Medal in the 
New Year Honours. 

Archbishop Kwaku 
F rimpong-Manson, 
of Reconciliation 
International, an evangelical ministry and 
community support group that operates 
from the estate, received the gong 
in recognition of many years of work 
supporting others. 

The 65-year-old Ghanaian came to Britain 
two years after the riots and has lived and 
worked in Tottenham for nearly 30 years, 
overseeing many of the improvements to the 
estate as chairman of the Broadwater Farm 
Residents’ Association from 1994 to 2009. 

He has also served as chairman of the 
Tottenham branch of Churches Together 
England and is a founding member of the 
Peace Alliance. 

“I am very proud to be honoured,” he said. 
“I wanted to see change and I have seen 
change. When you are passionate about your 
work, there is no need to retire. 

“I live by the motto, the beauty of life 
does not depend on how happy you are but 
how happy others can be because of you, ” 
he added.

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Met apology ‘empty’, say family 
after 2010 unexplained death

POLICE have apologised to the 
family of a man who died in 
unexplained circumstances five 
years ago after a second investi¬ 
gation into his death again failed 
to discover what happened. 

The Met’s commissioner Sir 
Bernard Hogan-Howe has also 
apologised personally to the 
family for a catalogue of errors 
in the initial investigation into 
Kester David’s death. 

His badly burnt body was 
found under a railway arch off 
Broomfield Lane, in Palmers 
Green, on July 7, 2010. 

Officers from Enfield, who 
carried out the original investiga¬ 
tion, said that Mr David, a 53- 
year-old bus driver from Wood 


Green, had committed suicide by 
setting himself on fire. 

However, his family launched 
a campaign calling on the police 
to re-open the case and to treat 
his death as a murder inquiry. 

Campaigners argued evidence 
found on Mr David’s computer 
after his death proved he had 
been a police informant and was 
killed by drug dealers. 

A year after his death an inter¬ 
nal investigation led by Inspector 
Brian Casson, of the Met, found 
there had been a “catalogue of 
errors” and a “failing in duty” in 
the original investigation as full 
CCTV and mobile phone records 
were not checked and witnesses 
had not been interviewed by 
Enfield police officers. 

Despite the case being re¬ 
opened in 2012 with a series of 


witness appeals, it is now for¬ 
mally closed and the death 
remains unexplained. 

In his apology, the commis¬ 
sioner said: “I have met Kester’s 
mother Winifred and his brother 
Roger to tell them how sorry I 
am that there were shortcomings 
in our original handling of the 
investigation into his death. 

“There were things that should 
have been done, which were not. 
It is also unacceptable that a 
grieving family were treated with 
such insensitivity. At a time when 
they should have been able to 
rely upon us we let them down.” 

However, Mr David’s brother, 
Roger Griffiths, said the apology 
was “empty” as it came 18 
months after the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
said they should apologise. 


He said that the lack of justice 
and the lack of any clear answers 
from the police had been a bur¬ 
den for the family for five years. 

“There is someone out there 
who has killed someone,” he 
said. “I believe the police know 
who they are, but don’t want to 
draw attention to the fact that 
they failed to look after one of 
their informants in this way.” 

He said that when the family 
looked at his brother’s laptop 
they found he had been working 
for the police as an informant. 
He believes the police have cov¬ 
ered up the truth. 

“If the police had come to us at 
first and told us he was an infor¬ 
mant, we would have under¬ 
stood,” added Mr Griffiths. 

He says the family are pursu¬ 
ing legal action against the Met.

Much planning needed in £13million jewel heist, judge tells jury 


THE multi-million-pound Hatton Gar¬ 
den jewel heist must have involved con¬ 
siderable planning, research and 
preparation, a jury was told. 

During his summing-up at the end of 
the seven-week trial at Woolwich 
Crown Court of four men who deny 
burglary and conspiracy charges, Judge 
Christopher Kinch told jurors the pros¬ 
ecution alleges that four others who 


have admitted their role in the £13mil- 
lion Easter bank holiday robbery would 
only have involved others they trusted. 

Mr Kinch reminded the jury that they 
should consider the evidence from 
covert police recordings made in cars 
belonging to two admitted ringleaders - 
Terry Perkins, 67, of Heene Road, 
Enfield, and John “Kenny” Collins, 75, 
from, Islington, north London, when 


conversations were had about the four 
defendants currently on trial. 

He said that their defence teams had 
said there were innocent explanations 
for any contacts they had with any of 
the men who have admitted involve¬ 
ment in the heist. 

Huge Doyle, 48 of Riverside Gar¬ 
dens, Enfield, denies a charge of con¬ 
spiracy to convert or transfer property 


and an alternative charge of concealing, 
converting or transferring jewellery or 
other stolen property . 

William Lincoln, 60, of Bethnal 
Green, east London, Jon Harbinson, 42, 
from Benfleet, Essex, and Carl Wood, 
58, of Elderbeck Close, Cheshunt, deny 
conspiracy to burgle and conspiracy to 
conceal, convert or transfer property. 

The jury is due to retire this week.

miere last month, he posed for photographs, 
including the one right, with members of the 
theatre company. 

The spokeswoman added: “He was the most 
delightful and friendly person and was so happy 
to meet and chat with everyone he met. There 
was a wonderful atmosphere in the theatre as the 
whispers spread like wildfire when people 
recognised him and seriously couldn’t believe 
that this legendary actor was in the building.” 

The star himself took to Twitter afterwards to 
praise all involved in the show. 

He said: “I saw the The Twelve Days of 
Christmas at Chickenshed. I’d give a Tony 
Award to each of the 100-plus cast and crew. It 
was spectacular. I hope more towns think about 
starting their own Chickenshed.” 



Intimate performances on 
road to stardom for Bowie

DAVID Bowie may have performed at 
some of the biggest rock stadiums - but few 
could have predicted what a pop legend he 
would become when he appeared in 
Palmers Green 47 years ago. 

His death on Monday at the age of 69 
from cancer stunned fans worldwide. 

But the artist, known for his musical 
innovation and experimentation, was little 
known when he took to the stage at the 
Intimate Theatre, in Green Lanes, as an 
actor in a mime

improvisation on 
March 25, 1968. 

He had released a 
solo album at that 
time, but his big 
breakthrough with 
Space Oddity was 
still eight months 
away and the sin¬ 
gle Laughing 
Gnome, which he 
had released the 
previous year, 
would not be a hit 
until 1973. 

Bowie wrote and performed five songs 
for the touring improv production titled 
Pierrot in Turquoise, which ran for eight 
nights at the Intimate. 


He was one of a cast of five. The produc¬ 
tion was devised by choreographer and 
performance artist Lindsay Kemp, who was 
to radically influence Bowie’s approach 
to performing. 

Described by one critic as “weird”, the 
plot revolved around the freaky Pierrot, 
who accidentally tumbled into a mirror 
where he fell in love with the equally 
grotesque Columbine. 

But when Columbine bedded Harlequin 
his jealousy drovehim to murder. Bowie, as 
the character Cloud, watched over the pro¬ 
ceedings from his perch (on a ladder) and 
narrated in song. 

It is not known what critics or the audi¬ 
ence made of it, but it was the last time it 
was performed live. 

The borough’s association with one of 
music’s most influential figures was recog¬ 
nised this week by the leader of Enfield 
Council Doug Taylor, who said: “We’re 
proud and humbled that Enfield played host 
to David Bowie in 1968 before the world 
had even heard of Space Oddity, Ziggy 
Stardust, The Spiders From Mars and The 
Thin White Duke. 

“At the time he was starting along a path 
that would result in him becoming one of 
the most influential musicians of his era 
and an iconic figure who influenced popu¬ 
lar culture throughout his life. 

“We are just pleased we were a small 
stepping stone on that path to greatness.”

Green’s report hits out at 
mayor’s lack of spending 


Consultation sparked 
a ‘fantastic feedback’

A COUNCIL chief is adamant that the 
response to the Cycle Enfield consul¬ 
tation for Enfield Town and Southbury 
Road has been “fantastic” despite 
reports that an overwhelming number 
of residents are opposed to the scheme. 

Daniel Anderson, cabinet member 
for environment, batted away rumours 
that the consultation into the two sec¬ 
tions of the Mini Holland scheme will 
return negative responses, as has been 
suggested by some residents and cam¬ 
paigners opposed to the scheme. 

“There is no substance in these 
rumours and reports,” he said. “Our 
officers are still working their way 
through the responses. 

“The consultation only closed in 
December, just before Christmas. 
It takes about five or six weeks 
from the closing of a consultation to 
report stage. What I can say is that 
there has been a fantastic feedback 
from our residents.” 

There were two options included in 
the Enfield Town consultation that 
closed on December 18. 

One would see a cycle lane in the

middle of Church Street, with both 
east and westbound buses passing on 
each side. The second option would 
see cyclists separated from east-mov¬ 
ing buses by a landscaped border. 
Both options would see two-way traf¬ 
fic in Cecil Road. 

The Southbury Road proposals 
include a string of bus stop boarders, 
which opponents to the scheme argue 
pose a danger to passengers as they 
would be getting off into a bike lane. 


The plan would also see the end to 
on-street parking from parts of South¬ 
bury Road. 

Nick Dines, a Conservative council¬ 
lor for Chase ward who lives just off 
Southbury Road, told the Advertiser. 
“I am not surprised that the apparent 
reaction to the Southbury Road 
scheme has been so negative. The 
road is simply not suitable for cycle 
lanes to be created, as any Enfield res¬ 
ident who uses the road or lives near 
to it could have told the council if they 
had been asked at the outset of this 
ridiculous process the council has 
already spent millions of pounds on it. 

“The Southbury Road element 
really encapsulates to me the flaw 
behind Cycle Enfield. Of course, peo¬ 
ple want safer cycling conditions - 
but instead of genuine consultation 
with people who live in our borough 
the council has arrogantly tried to 
force through a plan that will cause 
traffic chaos on a road simply not 
wide enough for cycle lanes. 

“It will also severely impact resi¬ 
dents’ parking not just on Southbury 
Road but also in the roads that lead 
off it. But no-one at the council seems 
to care about that.” 


BORIS Johnson has come under fire 
for spending just a fifth of the cash set 
aside to improve life for cyclists since 
2008 on outer London boroughs. 

The criticism comes in a report by 
Green Party London Assembly mem¬ 
ber Darren Johnson. 

The Outer London Lost Cyclists 
report found that just five London 
boroughs will have had any junctions 
improved or any superhighways, qui- 
etways or Mini Holland schemes com¬ 
pleted by May. 

Darren Johnson said that the Mayor 
of London’s legacy would rest in the 
hands of his successor after the elec¬ 
tion in May. 

The report calls for the mayor to 
seek extra powers from the govern¬ 
ment to be allowed to veto councils 
who block cycling improvements. 

Darren Johnson said: “We are now 
seeing some top-quality cycle lanes in 
parts of central London and that is 
very welcome, but people who want 
to cycle in outer London have had a 
raw deal while Boris Johnson has 
been in office. 

“He delayed and cancelled the 
superhighways he promised to link 
outer London communities with the 
centre and he failed to make the big 
intimidating junctions safer for 
cyclists. 

“We know that millions of short 


suburban car trips could be made by 
bike instead, freeing up road space, 
cleaning up the air and making people 
fitter. 

“This mayor dithered for years, then 
finally started to build some quality 
schemes such as the Waltham Forest 
Mini Holland. The next mayor must 
expand this programme and complete 
all of the superhighways and quiet- 
ways in the pipeline to kickstart an 
outer London cycling revolution.” 

But the mayor’s cycling commis¬ 
sioner denied that the suburbs had 
been ignored, citing a litany of 
improvements in the pipeline for 
cycling infrastructure. 

He said: “The mayor has made an 
unprecedented investment in outer 
London cycling. It includes transfor¬ 
mative Mini Holland schemes in the 
borough of Enfield as well as 
Kingston and Waltham Forest. There 
will be new superhighways, town cen¬ 
tre transformations and new cycle 
routes - the single biggest ticket items 
in the entire cycling programme. 

“Further major town centre trans¬ 
formations are planned in Richmond, 
Ealing and Newham as well as new 
superhighways in Barking, Hounslow, 
Haringey, Ealing and Barnet. A new 
riverside cycle path is planned in 
Greenwich and cycle superhubs in 
Bexley, Greenwich and Hounslow.”

‘Give the money back’ 
demand as MP’s poll 
reveals little support

MILLIONS of pounds awarded to 
the borough by the Mayor of London 
should be handed back to Boris 
Johnson, according to Enfield 
Southgate’s MP. 

David Burrowes announced the 
results of his Cycle Enfield “referen¬ 
dum” at a public meeting at the 
Palmers Green triangle, Green Lanes, 
yesterday morning. 

According to the Conservative MP, 
75 per cent of constituents polled are 
adamantly opposed to plans to trans¬ 
form Green Lanes into a cycling 
haven - proving that unless the coun¬ 
cil comes up with radically different 
plans the money should be handed 
back to City Hall, untouched. 

Mr Burrowes told the Advertiser 
that he had sent out polling cards to 
17,000 constituents living in Palmers 
Green, Winchmore Hill, Grange Park 


and Southgate Green. Of those polled, 
2,828 responded by posting the cards 
back, complete with their tick-box 
response stating whether they were in 
favour of the scheme, or not. 

Breaking down the responses he 
said that just 17 per cent were in 
favour of the scheme with 5.9 per cent 
saying they were partly in favour of 
the scheme. 

“Boris should take the money 
back,” Mr Burrowes said of the £30m 
awarded to the council to implement 
infrastructure changes in the borough. 

“The council needs to go back to 
the drawing board, but it is clear that 
there is not public support for the 
scheme in its current form and for this 
scheme to progress The council needs 
broad approval from the community.” 

Asked if those who returned cards 
were essentially a self-selecting 
group, the MP countered that the 
same could be said of the council’s 
official consultation. 


“You could say that the council con¬ 
sultation was more self-selecting as 
people had to go online to complete 
that form,” he said. 

He contrasted his response rate with 
that of the council’s. 

“The council sent out 60,000 
leaflets across the borough and 
directed people to an online consulta¬ 
tion which resulted in 1,646 
responses,” he added. 

However, Enfield Council’s cabinet 
chief for environment Daniel Ander¬ 
son, who is championing the scheme, 
dismissed Mr Burrowes’s postcard 
campaign as “an utter disgrace”. 

“This whole thing was self-serving 
and very dubious,” he said. “There 
was no credible methodology and no 
scientific basis for collating the 
results or establishing who to canvas. 

“We are treating this with the con¬ 
tempt it deserves. Mr Burrowes had a 
three-month window in which to 
come back to us within the consulta-

AN avenue of trees which fell victim to 
Dutch elm disease in the 1970s is set to 
be replaced. 

Enfield Council has given the green 
light for tree surgeons to get to work in 
Broomfield Park, in Palmers Green, 
more than 40 years after the original 


ash and elm trees died in 1971. 
However, in a letter sent to residents 
and posted on the Bowes & Bounds 
Connected web forum, the council’s 
senior arboricultural officer Andy 
Robinson explained that the new trees 
would not be elms as the threat from 
Dutch elm disease is still present 
across the UK. 

Instead, 19 lime trees planted as 


part of an attempt to replace the 
leafy avenue 35 years ago, will be left 
in place, with 50 new trees being 
planted in four rows following the 
original lines. 

Five sickly trees will be cut down 
and six lime stumps will be pulled out 
as part of the project. 

Lakes Estate Residents’ Association 
chairman and Broomfield House Trust 


member Colin Younger said: “As a 
member of the trust, I have a vested 
interest and we are very pleased that 
this project is set to go ahead as it is 
part of the plans for the restoration of 
the historic house. 

“It has been a long-term plan for the 
council to plant new trees and it is an 
asset that everyone will be able to 
enjoy. It will really improve the park.” 


Dutch elm and another disease, can¬ 
didate phytoplasma ulmi, known to 
have taken root in nurseries in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, effect the vessels in an 
infected tree, meaning it can no longer 
absorb water and dies rapidly.

A MAN from Enfield spoke of his 
shock this week after an airline seat on 
a flight on which he was travelling was 
dismantled in front of passengers fol¬ 
lowing a security scare 
Furniture designer Paul Morgan was 
returning home after working in Ibiza 
when his plane was dramatically halted 
as it was preparing to depart for London 
City Airport because it was feared a 
passenger was flying with a stolen or 
fake passport. 

He said: “We were taxiing down 
the runway and were due to take off. 
They said there was a problem with 
the paperwork. 

Mr Morgan, of Willow Road, said

passengers were told that the authorities 
in London were concerned that a pas¬ 
senger was flying on a stolen passport. 

Mr Morgan described how a woman 
was escorted off the British Airways 
flight on Friday and said that officials 
“started to take her seat apart in front 
of us”. 

He said: “Lord knows what they 
would have done if they had found any¬ 
thing. I don’t think they should have 
taken it apart in front of us.” 

“It was a bit surreal, everybody just 
wanted to get home.” 


Five rescued from fire at flats

FIREFIGHTERS rescued five people 
form a burning block of flats on 
Friday morning. 

The blaze tore through a three- 
storey block of flats in Old Road, 
Enfield Highway, at 10am. 

Two men were taken to safety by 
firefighters from a ground-floor flat, 
a man and a woman were rescued 
from the first floor of the building 


and a fourth man was led to safety 
from the second floor . 

All five were suffering from smoke 
inhalation after their ordeal and the 
four men were taken to hospital. 

Firefighters tackled the blaze for 
more than an hour before it was 
brought under control at 1 lam. 

The cause of the fire is being 
investigated. 


Passengers were later evacuated and 
taken back through airline security. 

Passengers got back on the aircraft 
and it started taxiing, but they were told 
the Spanish police were bringing sniffer 
dogs on board. 

“They were going over everything,” 
said Mr Morgan. 

He said passengers had to disembark 
again and their bags were put through 
the baggage scanners for another check. 

He regularly travels abroad for his 
business Rick Baker Ltd. 

He said: “They kept saying we were 
not allowed to take off because London 
was not happy with the paperwork.” 

Once the plane was airborne, three- 
and-a-half hours late, the atmosphere 
was subdued, said Mr Morgan. 

“It was only when we were actually in 
the air it dawned on us what happened,” 
added the 51-year-old. 

A BA spokeswoman said: “The air¬ 
craft returned after authorities realised 
a customer was travelling with incor¬ 
rect documents. 

“The customer was offloaded and, in 
line with normal security procedures, 
all customers and their bags were re¬ 
screened as a precaution.”

AN MP is lobbying parliament to demand action 
on preventing homelessness and rough sleeping. 

David Burrowes, the Conservative MP for 
Enfield Southgate, tabled a debate in the House 
of Commons last week, saying that the plight of 
homelessness “should not be tolerated in 2016 
Britain”. 

Addressing the leader of the house Chris 
Grayling about scheduling a debate on the issue, 
he said: “I was disturbed last night when I visited 
a winter night shelter hosted by St Andrew’s 
Church in Southgate. 

“I spoke to Arthur, who told me that if it was 
not for that night shelter, he would be travelling 
round on the night buses because he is not young 
or vulnerable enough to get housing.” 

Over the course of the coming months, Mr 
Burrowes has said he will be visiting shelters 
based in churches in his constituency where 
rough sleepers can be accommodated for a night 
to avoid the worst of the winter weather. 


The MP has been a supporter of the Winter 
Night Shelter Scheme since 2013 when he 
helped set it up. 

The scheme operates across churches where 
each night volunteers provide a hot meal and 
shelter for homeless men and women. 

Mr Burrowes has also taken part in sleep-outs 
to raise awareness about the reality of sleeping 
rough. 

Responding to his fellow Tory, Mr Grayling 
said: “I commend my honourable friend, who is 
typical of many people in the house who do 
unsung and unseen work in the community, vis¬ 
iting shelters, spending nights out with the home¬ 
less on the streets and in other situations. I 
commend him on what he is doing and on bring¬ 
ing the issue to the house. 

“The best solution to homelessness is more 
homes and that is the incentive for what this gov¬ 
ernment is doing, but I will ensure that the rele¬ 
vant ministers engage with my honourable friend 
to discuss what he has learned and to try to 
ensure that we do what we can to end the blight 
of homelessness.”

The three key measures of the 
plan are: 

• The phased introduction of a flat 
fare structure, making zones a thing of 
the past, with the immediate abolition 
of zones 6 and 4. 

• Justice for part-time workers, with 
a daily cap that matches the rates paid 
by monthly season ticket holders. 

• A new One Ticket allowing 
changes across all modes to close the 
gaps for people who currently pay 
twice when changing from bus or train 
to the Tube as well as ensuring that 
people changing buses pay only once 
for their journey.

Within a year of starting, the job he helped the 
school move into its new home in the Barbican. 

“That was incredible,” he said. “I met Simon 
Rattle and Leonard Bernstein and composers like 
Michael Tippett, when I was working there. It 
was a great place to work.” 

He later became publishing director of music 
company Novello and Co and then joined the 
Associated Board of the Royal Schools of Music 
as managing editor of its publishing arm where 
he encouraged the publication of scholarly edi¬ 
tions of music and contemporary music. 

He said that the honour recognised his work 
with musicians, including “helping young musi¬ 
cians at the start of their careers”. 

Although he retired from his job as chief exec¬ 
utive of the Associated Board of the Royal 
Schools of Music in December, 2014, he is still 
much involved in music. 


He is a trustee of the London Youth Choir, 
which works with young people across the city, 
including Enfield. 

“You just see them blossom as people,” Leslie 
added. “We take children as young as seven.” 

“They learn about music and they learn how to 
read about music.” 

He is delighted to be involved with the choir 


which offers bursaries for children who are 
unable to afford the fee to join. 

Among his other interests, he is the chairman 
of the Association of British Choral Directors 
and has been involved in celebrating Latvian 
music in the UK. 

He is also a freeman of the Musicians’ 
Company and of the City of London.

Consultation: The London Fire Brigade must save £6.4m

PEOPLE who live and work in 
Enfield are being urged to have 
their say on where the axe will 
fall when the London Fire 
Brigade makes its next round 
of cuts. 

London Mayor Boris John¬ 
son has ordered the brigade to 
find another £6.4million in sav¬ 
ings in the next financial year. 

One option for public consul¬ 
tation involves taking 13 
engines out of service perma¬ 
nently - despite response times 
increasing, following the clo¬ 
sure of ten fire stations and 
the removal of 14 fire engines 
in 2013. 

Ten Enfield wards recorded 
an increase in response times in 
the 12 months up to last April. 

Some of the savings made 
will go back into hiring more 
front-line staff to crew the 
brigade’s remaining vehicles. 

The 13 engines were taken 
out of service temporarily in 
London as the threat of strike 
action by the Fire Brigades 
Union loomed. 

The brigade has a statutory 
obligation to provide emer¬ 


gency cover if its firefighters 
go on strike - but the union has 
settled its differences with the 
government and a second 
option would be to bring the 13 
engines back into use while 
making the savings by cutting 
back-office staff and services. 

Enfield and Haringey London 
Assembly member Joanne 
McCartney said: “With our fire 
services facing uncertain times, 
and response times already ris¬ 


ing in Enfield and Haringey, it’s 
important that local people have 
their say over the future of Lon¬ 
don’s fire service. With front¬ 
line services at stake, it is 
hugely important that local peo¬ 
ple are given the opportunity to 
make their views known.”

‘Source of pride’: Council cabinet member Ayfer Orhan

ENFIELD’S teenagers are stet- 
ting the standard in health, 
according to a nationwide sur¬ 
vey on habits and well-being. 

The survey, carried out by 
Public Health England, found 
that just 3.5 per cent of the bor¬ 
ough’s 15-year-olds are regular 
or occasional smokers. Only 
Redbridge had a lower rate. 

PHE also found that nearly 60 
per cent are eating five or more 
portions of fruit and vegetables 
every day and less than two per 
cent regularly drink alcohol. 

The results were drawn from 
a survey of 300,000 15-year- 
old boys and girls across 
England, who were asked 
questions ranging from physi¬ 
cal health, to drug-taking, 
smoking and bullying, to paint 
a picture of teenage health in 
the country. 

The Enfield arm of NHS 
watchdog Healthwatch com¬ 
pared how teenagers in the bor¬ 
ough responded to the What 
About YOUth survey with their 
peers living in other parts of the 
country. 

Enfield Council’s cabinet 
member for education, chil¬ 


dren’s services and protection 
Ayfer Orhan said: “It is great to 
see that young people in 
Enfield are leading the way in 
living responsible and behaving 
as good role models for the rest 
of London’s teenagers. 

“The council, its schools and 
other partners work really hard 
to create a safe environment in 
which young people can flour¬ 
ish and reach their potential and 
it is brilliant news that, at a time 
when young people are often 
unfairly maligned in the media, 
our youngsters are behaving 
sensibly and taking responsibil¬ 


ity for their actions while living 
their lives to the full. 

“We will continue to support 
our young people and work 
with parents, carers and 
schools to ensure they are able 
to make sensible and informed 
decisions about their lives and 
understand the consequences of 
the decisions they take so they 
can continue to grow into hard¬ 
working, responsible and val¬ 
ued members of society. 

“These statistics should be a 
source of pride for everyone 
working with young people 
in Enfield.”

John Shaw, managing direc¬ 
tor for G4S Public Services, 
which manages healthcare at 
Yarl’s Wood, said: “Recent 
reports into Yarl’s Wood recog¬ 
nise a number of the challenges 
which we inherited when we 
took over delivering the health¬ 
care service.

EDMONTON MP Kate 
Osamor has vowed to fight for 
women being held at an immi¬ 
gration detention centre. 

She led a debate last week on 
the state of healthcare provided 
to women waiting to learn if 
they face deportation at Yarl’s 
Wood Immigration Removal 
Centre, in Bedfordshire. 

The centre came under fire 
from HM Inspectorate of Pris¬ 
ons in August following a snap 
inspection in April. 

Pressure group Women for 
Refugee Women and the Royal 
College of Psychiatrists have 
both criticised medical care at 
Yarl’s Wood. 

Medical Justice, a small UK 
charity which specialises in 
giving asylum seekers the 
chance to be examined by inde¬ 
pendent doctors, was told that 
access to patients at Yarl’s 
Wood would be restricted. 

Ms Osamor used the debate 
at Westminster Hall to high¬ 
light the need for more staff 
and extra counselling. 

She also called on the gov¬ 
ernment to abide by detention 
centre rules, which state that

no-one who has been tortured, 
or whose health is likely to suf¬ 
fer if they are held, should be 
detained. 

She said: “The situation has 
worsened since 2014. All 
detainees must have all the 
same services as the general 
public. Access to healthcare is 
a human right. 

“There are also huge con¬ 
cerns about staffing levels. 
They are too low and this has 
direct links to healthcare.” 

Following the debate, she 
added: “I wanted to lead this 
debate after visiting Yarl’s 
Wood and meeting women who 
told me the worst thing about 
the centre was healthcare. 

“We are the only country in 
the EU who do not have a time 
limit on detention. This is 
appalling. Studies show deten-

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film review 


Leo is king of the wild frontier

THE REVENANT (15,156 mins) 


I F film awards are bestowed for dogged 
determination and perseverance in 
the face of seemingly insurmountable 
odds, The Revenant will sweep next 
month’s Oscars. 

Mexican auteur Alejandro Gonzalez 
Inarritu chose to shoot his sprawling his¬ 
torical epic in chronological order using 
natural light. 

These bold aesthetic choices limited 
filming to just a couple of hours each day 
and when Mother Nature decided to with¬ 
hold snow from the unforgiving Canadian 
wilderness, the entire production moved 
to Argentina at considerable expense. 

Actor Tom Hardy was forced to drop out 
of the comic book adventure Suicide 
Squad to accommodate the extended 
filming schedule, the budget ballooned 
and one crew member famously described 
the mood on set as “a living hell”. 

Trials and tribulations behind the scenes 
haven’t tarnished Inarritu’s audacious 
vision because The Revenant is a tour-de¬ 
force of technical brio and emotionally 
cold storytelling. 

It’s not a journey into the heart of dark¬ 
ness for the sentimental or faint of heart. 

Explosions of violence are graphic and 
a horrifying bear attack early in the film 
unfolds in a single, unbroken take that 
shreds our nerves beyond repair. 

Leading man Leonardo DiCaprio puts 
himself through the wringer for his art. 

In one stomach-churching scene, the 
fervent vegetarian eats a wild bison’s liver 


on camera because the role demands it. 
Such unswerving dedication makes 
him a deserved frontrunner for an Acad¬ 
emy Award - and has just earned him a 
Golden Globe. 

He plays 19th-century explorer Hugh 
Glass, who guides a team of fur trappers 
and hunters under the command of Cap¬ 
tain Andrew Henry (Domhnall Gleeson). 

The men come under attack from 
Native Americans led by tribal chief 
Elk Dog (Duane Howard), whose 
daughter Powaqa (Melaw Nakehk’o) has 
been kidnapped. 

The interlopers flee for their lives and 
Glass is subsequently injured in a mauling 


from a grizzly bear, which is protecting 
its cubs. 

Henry leaves behind two men, Fitzger¬ 
ald (Hardy) and Bridger (Will Poulter), to 
tend to Glass and his son, Hawk (Forrest 
Goodluck), while the rest of the trappers 
head for safety. 

“Glass is to be cared for...as long as nec¬ 
essary,” orders the Captain, “and a proper 
burial when it’s time. He’s earned that.” 

Fitzgerald decides to expedite matters 
by killing Hawk and dragging Glass’s near 
lifeless body into a freshly dug grave. 

The explorer regains consciousness 
some time later and vows to hunt down 
the men who killed his boy. 


“I ain’t afraid to die,” growls Glass. “I 
done it already.” 

The Revenant is a gruelling two-and-a- 
half hours in the company of a filmmaker 
who refused to compromise. 

Aided by cinematographer Emmanuel 
Lubezki (Gravity, Birdman), Inarritu con¬ 
jures a nightmarish and unflinching vision 
of a grieving father’s revenge mission. 

DiCaprio is mesmerising, dragging his 
wounded body across frozen landscapes 
before locking horns with Hardy’s scowl¬ 
ing rival in an adrenaline-pumped climax 
that leaves us gasping for air.

A delightful motorway cruiser

THE new Lexus RX is a flagship for 
the brand. It’s a hybrid SUV 
(although it can be bought with a 
plain petrol engine) with an emphasis 
on comfort and easy driving, some¬ 
thing that Lexus is very good at. 

This has historically been a key 
model for the company - ever since 
the first generation reached British 
roads in 1998, it’s been an upmarket 
accessory for the well-to-do. 

Lexus has overhauled the NX, giv¬ 
ing it an extra five per cent power and 
torque and improving its interior and 
exterior design. The result is a highly 
likeable - albeit expensive - pre¬ 
mium SUV 

It’s striking, to say the least. Angu¬ 
lar, almost jaunty lines are now part 
of the Lexus design language - a 
stark contrast to the brand’s fuddy- 
duddy luxo-barge image of yester¬ 
year. Interesting design features such 
as the “floating roof” (blacked-out 


rear pillars) distinguish it from other 
SUVs. It doesn’t have the kudos of 
Porsche or the Britishness of Land 
Rover, but it competes with them in 
the luxury stakes. 

It’s an SUV and generally performs 
adequately in terms of space. The 
front is indulgently large, with acres 
of leather in medium-to-upper trim 
levels. In the back seats is a different 
story with headroom limited. Lexus 
has added 24.4mm of legroom in the 
front and 22mm in the back, but the 
low roofline compromises second- 
row passenger comfort. 

The boot is 453 litres with the seats 
up, extending to 924 with the boot 
folded. These van-like proportions 
give an added element of practicality 
in what is essentially a luxury vehi¬ 
cle - its price tag means that few peo¬ 
ple will be using this as a workhorse. 

Oddment boxes in the passenger 
compartment are numerous. The 
cupholder’s capacity is adjustable and 
can be altered to securely hold any 


reasonable size of beverage. In a cav¬ 
ity behind the switchgear is a wire¬ 
less phone charging area. 

A head-up display, the largest of its 
type currently on the market, beams 
important information (such as speed 
and cruise control settings) on to the 
windscreen within the driver’s field 
of vision. The instrument binnacle 
shows a wide range of economy- 
related statistics, meaning that those 
wanting to get the most mileage (and 
lowest emissions) can do so easily. 
This isn’t a driver’s car - the emphasis 
is on smooth, comfortable progress. 

That said, the driving experience of 
the RX has been sharpened up. Steer¬ 
ing response is good, with pleasing 
weight in the corners and 30 different 
damping force levels - a versatile 
suspension system. Noise and vibra¬ 
tion levels have been reduced using 
insulation, but the engine note (of the 
large V6 engine, producing 259bhp 
and 335Nm of torque) is augmented, 
allowing an impression of perfor¬ 


mance to reach the cabin. This 
slightly synthetic soundtrack may not 
to be everyone’s taste, but it could 
appeal to those making the transition 
to hybrid for the first time. 

The same goes for the “flappy pad¬ 
dle” gearbox. The engine responds 
to the throttle in order to supply the 
correct amount of torque, but if you 
think you know better (you don’t) 
you can “change up” or “change 
down”. All this really does is alter 
the engine note at the cost of perfor¬ 
mance, but some people will be 
reassured by this gimmick (even if it 
does slow you down). 

Buyers of the Lexus RX will be 
image-conscious, but will take com¬ 
fort in the brand’s reputation for reli¬ 
ability. It makes a good family car - 
provided rear headroom isn’t a pre¬ 
requisite - and a delightful motorway 
cruiser. It doesn’t have the off-road 
capability of Land Rover’s many 
options, nor the efficiency of a plug¬ 
in hybrid. This is a road-going SUV

POCHETTINO HAILS 
SPURS’ CHARACTER

MAURICIO POCHETTINO hailed the mentality 
of his Tottenham Hotspur side after they kept their 
FA Cup hopes alive by grabbing a late equaliser 
against Leicester City on Sunday. 

Spurs looked to be bowing out of the competition 
at the first hurdle when they found themselves 
trailing 2-1 with 89 minutes on the clock at White 
Hart Lane, but Nathan Dyer was penalised for 
handling in the box and Harry Kane - who had 
started the match on the bench - drilled home the 
resulting spot kick to take the tie to a replay. 

Head coach Pochettino said: “I think we feel a 
little disappointed because, again, we deserved 
more in the end but we need to be happy that we 
equalised late in the game. 

“You know a team like Leicester will stay deep 
and counter-attack and they only had one oppor¬ 
tunity in the first half and we conceded a goal. 
That was unbelievable. It was a bit like the Ever- 
ton match the weekend more when we deserved 
more in the first half and it finished 1-1. 

“In the second half we conceded an early goal 
and it was difficult because Leicester then believed 
that they could win the game. It’s important to 
realise that we never give up, we always fight and 
try to go forward believing we can score. I’m 
happy we did that. 

“There were a lot of players in the team who 
haven’t played consistently in the Premier League 
and it was an important chance for them to show 
they can fight for a start in the team.” 

Pochettino added: “We have another opportunity. 
We’re still alive in the FA Cup. We have a lot of 
games ahead, but I think we’re in a good position to 
attack all the competitions. We have a strong squad 
and we have to believe and keep working hard.” 

Kane’s goal was his 50th for Tottenham in all 
competitions and, while happy to have reached 
the milestone, the striker hopes that he will have 
many more to celebrate during his time at White 
Hart Lane. 


“I knew I was going to go that way with the 
penalty,” he said. “I didn’t want to change my 
mind, I put my foot through it and it was great to 
see the ball hit the back of the net. 

“I was delighted to see it go in and delighted to 
score my 50th goal. It’s a good achievement, but 


hopefully it’s the first 50 of many and I want to 
go on and get 100, 150 and so on. That’s what I’m 
looking to do and I’ll keep on working hard. 

“Leicester defend well, so as soon as they went 
ahead we knew it was going to be tough and that 
we would have to be patient - and we were. I 


thought we created some good chances and finally 
got the breakthrough towards the end. 

“We want to go far in this competition and 
obviously being 2-1 down we had to try and 
change it. I was very happy to score the penalty 
to get the 2-2 draw and now we play them again.”
